Rescue workers started to evacuate Chile’s 
33 trapped miners Tuesday night-and will 
keep working during the next two days to at- 
tempt to bring everyone out. Here is a timeline 
of the ordeal, one of the greatest mining acci- 
dents in Chile’s history, reuters 

Aug. 5 

A cave-in leaves 33 miners trapped 2,300 feet 
vertically underground in a small copper-and- 
gold mine near the northern Chilean city of 
Copiapo. 

Aug. 8 

Rescue workers begin drilling bore-holes 
5 inches in diameter into the mine to try to 
locate the miners. 

Aug. 22 

Early in the day, a drill reaches a depth of 
2,260 feet and rescue workers hear tapping 
on the drill. Early in the afternoon, officials an- 
nounce the miners have tied a note to the drill 
that says: “The 33 of us in the shelter are well.’’ 


Aug. 23 

Food, water and medicine are lowered to the 
miners.

Rescued at last 

Chilean miners begin to emerge after 2 months underground

COPIAPO, Chile The first of 33 trapped miners was 
pulled to safety in a capsule barely wider than a 
man’s shoulders Tuesday night, an emotional break- 
through as their two-month ordeal inside a Chilean 
mine neared its end. 

Rescuers, relatives and friends cheered as 31-year- 
old father of two Florencio Avalos began his claus- 
trophobic ascent of about 2,050 feet through thick 
rock. More rescues were under way as RedEye went 
to press. 

Rescuer Manuel Gonzalez took 17 minutes to 
descend the near half-mile shaft and he was hugged 
by the waiting miners. He then took just minutes to 
buckle Avalos into the capsule and send him to the 
surface. 

The men have spent 68 days in the hot, humid 
bowels of the gold and copper mine in Chile’s north- 
ern Atacama desert. For the first 17 days, they all 
were believed to be dead, and their record-breaking 
story of survival has captured the world’s attention. 


Nervous wives, children, parents and friends 
waited on an arid, rocky hillside above the San Jose 
mine Tuesday night as rescue teams started an evac- 
uation expected to take up to 48 hours. 

President Sebastian Pinera sang to the strums of 
a guitar played by Mining Minister Laurence Gol- 
borne around a campfire as relatives waited anxious- 
ly for their loved ones. 

The specially made steel cages are equipped with 
oxygen masks and escape hatches in case they get 
stuck. 

Jessica Salgado’s nerves jangled as she waited for 
her husband, Alex, to emerge. 

“The first thing Fm going to do is hug him hard, 
tell him how much I love him and how Fve missed 
him all this time,” she said. 

Rescuers on Monday successfully tested a cap- 
sule, dubbed “Phoenix” after the mythical bird that 
rose from the ashes, after reinforcing part of the 
narrow escape shaft with metal casing to prevent 
rocks falling and blocking the exit.

The min- 
ers were being given 
dark glasses to avoid 
damaging their eye- 
sight after spending 
so long in a dimly lit 
tunnel. They then will 
be under observation 
at a nearby hospital 
for two days.

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CDC REPORT BREAKS DOWN WHO 
DRINKS WHAT-AND HOW MUCH

If you’re in a room with three friends, statistics say 
one of you is a binge drinker. 

That’s according to research released last week 
by the Centers for Disease Control and Preven- 
tion, which said nearly 25 percent of U.S. adults 
ages 18-34 engaged in binge drinking in the past 
month. 

Among high school students who drink, 60 per- 
cent say they binge drink, which the U.S. Centers 
for Disease Control and Prevention defines as four 
or more drinks for women and five or more drinks 
for men over the span of a few hours. 

Men in the study were more than twice as likely 
as women to binge drink, with 21 percent of men 
reporting binge drinking, compared with 10 per- 
cent of women. 

# And binge drinking was more common among 


whites than blacks, with 16 percent of whites re- 
porting binge drinking compared with 10 percent 
of blacks. 

“Binge drinking increases many health risks, 
including fatal car crashes, contracting a sexually 
transmitted disease, dating violence and drug over- 
doses,” CDC Director Dr. Thomas Frieden said in 
a statement. 

While most binge drinkers are not alcoholics, 
they often take chances with alcohol without real- 
izing the risks to their health or the danger they 
pose to others, said Dr. Robert Brewer, alcohol 
program leader at CDC and one of the authors of 
the report, one of the CDC’s new monthly Vital 
Signs reports that highlight recent health statis- 
tics. 

The team studied data on self-reported binge 
drinking within the prior month among about 


412,000 U.S. adults ages 18 and older from a 2009 
behavioral risk survey, and from among 16,000 
U.S. students ages 14-18 from a youth behavior 
risk survey. 

“Alarmingly, almost one in three adults and two 
in three high school students who drink alcohol 
also binge drink, which usually leads to intoxica- 
tion,” Brewer said in a statement. 

Excessive drinking, including binge drinking, 
kills more than 79,000 people in the U.S. each 
year. 

Binge drinking varies widely from state to state, 
ranging from 6.8 percent of adults who drink al- 
cohol in Tennessee to 23.9 percent in Wisconsin. 

Overall, one-quarter of high school students and 
adults ages 18-34 engaged in binge drinking. 

In May, the World Health Organization agreed 
on a plan to curb binge drinking and other forms 
of excessive alcohol use through guidelines that 
recommend higher taxes on alcoholic drinks and 
tighter marketing regulations. 

The WHO estimates that risks linked to alcohol 
cause 2.5 million deaths a year from heart and liver 
disease, road accidents, suicides and cancers.

Irate drivers may have found one way to deal with 
Chicago’s new parking meters. 

Twenty of the 200 -pound electronic parking 
pay machines have been stolen throughout Chi- 
cago since Sept. 17, police spokesman Roderick 
Drew said in an e-mail. It isn’t known how much 
cash may have been taken from the stolen ma- 
chines, he said. 

Four of the pay machines have been recovered, 
Drew said. 

Drivers who paid for parking with a credit card 
shouldn’t be concerned about their information 
being stolen because the machines don’t store 
credit card numbers. Drew said. 

Although the thefts have been reported city- 
wide, nearly half have occurred in the Grand 
Central Area on the Northwest Side, he said. 

‘Area 5 Detectives have been working with 
LAZ Parking to address this issue. Residents 
who witness vandalism or suspicious behavior 
should call police immediately,” Drew said. 

Police are still investigating, he said. 

Nearly two years ago, the city signed a 
75-year parking meter lease with Chicago Park- 
ing Meters LLC that led to soaring rates and 
initial troubles with jammed, broken and error- 
prone meters that angered many drivers. 

Avis LaVelle, a spokeswoman for Chicago 
Parking Meters LLC, said in a statement she 
could not confirm the reports of thefts. 

But she added, “Theft or destruction of pay 
boxes and meters is regarded as a very serious of- 
fense and will be prosecuted to the fullest extent 
of the law”

A higher rate of airline flights departed late from Midway than at 
any other major U.S. airport during the first eight months of the 
year, the U.S. Department of Transportation reported Tuesday 

At Midway three flights out of 10 departed at least 15 minutes 
after their scheduled time to push back from the gate, accord- 
ing to the department’s Bureau of Transportation Statistics. The 
71 percent on-time departure record over the period was only 
slightly better in August, when 74 percent of flights departed Mid- 
way on time. 

The sagging performance this year reflects an increase in pas- 
sengers and flights as the economy slowly recovers, as well as the 
capacity limitations, especially during peak travel hours, at the 
airfield on the Southwest Side. 

Eighty-three percent of flights arrived on time at Midway in 
August, slightly better than the 80 percent on-time arrival rate 
fromjanuary through August, the government reported. 


At O’Hare, 81 percent of flights departed on time in August, 
and 76 percent left on time during the first eight months of 2010. 
On-time arrivals at O’Hare came in at 82 percent in August and 
76 percent for the eight-month period. 

In August— the fourth full month since new rules took ef- 
fect April 29 requiring the airlines to limit tarmac delays to 
no more than three hours and then offer passengers an op- 
portunity to exit aircraft— only one delay of more than three 
hours occurred nationwide, officials said. The excessive delay 
involved a United Airlines flight from San Juan, Puerto Rico, to 
Dulles International Airport outside Washington. The flight, 
which had been diverted, sat on the tarmac in Richmond, Va., 
for three hours and 20 minutes Aug. 5 before continuing to its 
destination. 

In August 2009, 66 flights had tarmac delays exceeding three 
hours, officials said. Flight cancellations totaled i percent in Au- 
gust, the same rate as in August 2009.

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Area Marine 
shot, killed in 
Afghanistan

A Chicago Marine on his first combat deploy- 
ment was killed in Afghanistan on Friday 

Lance Cpl. John T Sparks, 23, was killed by 
small-arms fire while fighting enemy forces in 
Afghanistan’s Helmand Province, according to 
the Marine Corps. Sparks served as a machine 
gunner. 

Sparks, who enlisted in February 2008, was 
based out of Camp Pendleton, Calif, and was 
assigned to the 3rd Battalion, 5th Marine Regi- 
ment, ist Marine Division. 

He had earned a number of honors as a Ma- 
rine, including the National Defense Service 
Medal and the Global War on Terrorism Service 
Medal. He has been posthumously awarded the 
Purple Heart and Combat Action Ribbon. 

A family member reached by phone Tuesday 
declined comment. 

“The Marines and sailors of the ist Marine Di- 
vision mourn the loss of Lance Cpl. Sparks. Our 
heartfelt condolences go out to his family,” Ma-

Hours after Will County prosecutors appeared 
at a court hearing with a Lynwood police officer 
charged in a bizarre two-state shooting spree, 
they set him free Tuesday with an apology and 
the hope that he understands their error. 

A relieved Brian Dorian, 37, was released from 
Will County Jail on Tuesday evening as local law 
enforcement officials resumed their manhunt for 
a man known as the “honeybee gunman.” 

Dorian had been held in lieu of $2.5 million 
bail since his arrest Friday morning in his Crete 
home. 

“I feel horrible that Brian Dorian went 
through this,” Will County State’s Attorney 
James Glasgow said. “I certainly would apologize 
for any inconvenience he has suffered. But at the 
same time, he is a police officer, and if he were in 
our shoes ... Brian Dorian would have acted the 
same way” 

Lynwood police Chief Russell Pearson accused 
prosecutors of damaging Dorian’s reputation 
and dragging his fellow officers “through the mud.”

JUDGE ENDS POLICY BANNING GAYS FROM SERVING OPENLY 


SAN FRANCISCO A federal judge on Tues- 
day ordered the U.S. military to stop en- 
forcing the “don’t aslc, don’t tell” policy effec- 
tively ending the ban on openly gay troops. 

U.S. District Judge Virginia Phillips’ perma- 
nent worldwide injunction— praised by gay 
rights organizations— orders the military “im- 
mediately to suspend and discontinue any in- 
vestigation, or discharge, separation, or other 
proceeding, that may have been commenced” 
under the “don’t aslc, don’t tell” policy 

The judge was appointed by President Bill 
Clinton and is based in the Central District of 
California. She previously ruled that the policy 
regarding gays serving in the military violated 


service members’ Fifth Amendment rights to 
due process and freedom of speech, but had de- 
layed issuing the injunction. 

The military was sued by Log Cabin Republi- 
cans, a gay rights group. 

Justice Department spol^eswoman Tracy 
Schmaler would say only that the department 
is “reviewing the ruling.” The department has 
6o days to appeal, but is not required to do so. 

The Defense Department is reviewing the rul- 
ing to determine whether it has immediate effect 
and is consulting with the Justice Department, 
Pentagon spolceswoman Cynthia Smith said.

There’s something to be said for brevity 

On its debut EP, “Cripple King,” local quintet Chaperone blows 
through five tunes in just under 13 minutes. A bulk of the songs, which 
veer between creaky, back-porch sing-alongs and shambolic ’60s pop, 
find 27-year-old founder and Logan Square resident Shaun Paul chan- 
neling his inner Don Draper, locked in a struggle to contain the past. 
“When you can’t go back,” Paul sings on “Fed On Coal,” “Where 
can you go?” Unsure how to answer the question, the frontman, who 
started Chaperone as a solo project six years ago, remains in perpet- 
ual motion, forever plotting the next getaway or pining for a life that 
no longer can be. “I can never come back to the fold,” he harmonizes 
with his mates on the gorgeous, aching “Letter To Home.” “So please 
don’t forget me.” 

By phone Paul chatted about moving to Chicago without a job, 
recording all over town and always having “a sense of flailing uncon- 
trollably” 


These songs are loaded with mentions of not being 
able to go back and constant talk of escape. 

Yeah, and that’s definitely intentional. I think my 
master plan has always been to write a rock opera 
one day Also, I grew up on a beach in {Wilmington}, 
North Carolina, and moved up here nine years ago, 
so I think a sort of nostalgia sets in being that far 
away from family and all the familiar things from my 
childhood. 

Did you have a job lined up when you moved? 

No! That was a little bit scary I moved up here with a 
friend of mine and he was always the responsible one. 
He had interviews lined up for the first day we were 
here. I was more like {adopts Southern slacker drawl], 
“I’ll find work. It’ll be easy” So the first job I had 
was the overnight stock shift at the Gap, which was 
unbelievably cruel to any human being.

Whafs your worst onstage moment 
ever? 

When I was in Chicago, we had an Irish 
band. Once you’ve played in some of 
Chicago’s finest Irish bars, no audience will 
frighten you again. [Laughs.] They would 
be filing in and we’d be like, “Please don’t let 
them throw anything.’’ I remember playing 
a really rough place called Dirty Dick’s the 
night that the White Sox clinched the pen- 
nant back in the ’80s. And the crowd didn’t 
want Irish music; all they wanted to hear 
was “na na na na, hey, hey, hey, goodbye.’’ 
They got ugly, so we ended up doing a ver- 
sion of that. 

What’s been your strangest guest- 
starring experience? 

One of my first jobs in L.A. was playing 
Roseanne’s gynecologist. [Laughs.] That 
was a rough set: Roseanne walked off 
declaring the script was crap. I was play- 
ing opposite her, but we didn’t exchange 
a word. [One day], we were the only ones 
around and I caught her eye and said, “Good 
morning.’’ And she just looked at me and 


went, “Ehhhh!” [Amandes screeches.] That 
was the only sound we shared the week I 
was there. It was one of my “welcome to 
Hollywood’’ moments. 

How did you land a guest spot on 
“Curb Your Enthusiasm”? 

That’s really a fun experience. It’s all straight 
improv. I was given a little slip of paper by 
the casting director and it said, “You have 
an office in the same building with Larry. 

You and your wife are friends with Larry and 
his wife and you have nine children. In the 
scene, you’re out for lunch with Larry and 
Cheryl and Larry is trying to convince you 
to fire the secretary that you’ve just hired. 
You think he’s joking and you basically 
laugh him off.’’ That was it. 

So you go into the room and it’s Larry and 
Cheryl sitting there and you just start talk- 
ing. And this is where I really have to thank 
my mother because she has that ability to 
walk into a crowd of strangers and start 
rattling off stories. And frankly, Jeff Garlin al- 
ways helps-he likes to see us Chicago folks 


get a shot on “Curb.” 

What do you love about Chicago theater? 

So much of the theater I’ve seen in L.A. is 
done with an eye towards showcasing or 
getting a movie role. Smaller theaters some- 
times even double-cast with the contingen- 
cy that some of these actors will be leaving. 
In Chicago, the actors are completely there 
and you’re not just doing what the director 
tells you.

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NOTICE OF PROPOSED CONSTITUTIONAL AMENDMENT THAT WILL BE SUBMITTED TO THE VOTERS NOVEMBER 2, 2010 

To the Electors of the State of Illinois: 

The purpose of a state constitution is to establish a structure for government and laws. The Illinois Constitution provides citizens with rights and protections; creates the executive, judicial, and legislative branches of 
government; clarifies the powers given to local governments; limits the taxing power of the State; and imposes certain restrictions on the use of taxpayer dollars. There are three ways to initiate change to the Illinois 
Constitution: (1) a constitutional convention may propose changes to any part; (2) the General Assembly may propose changes to any part; or (3) the people of the State by referendum may propose changes to the 
Legislative Article. Regardless of the method of initiating change, the people of Illinois must approve any changes to the Constitution before they become effective. 

The proposed amendment, which takes effect upon approval by the voters, adds Section 7 to the Suffrage and Elections Article of the Illinois Constitution. The new section would provide the State’s electors with an 
option to petition for a special election to recall a Governor and for the election of a successor Governor. At the general election to be held on November 2, 2010, you will be called upon to decide whether the proposed 
amendment should become part of the Illinois Constitution. 

PROPOSED AMENDMENT TO ARTICLE III — SUFFRAGE AND ELECTIONS 

Section 7 — Initiative to Recall Governor 

(a) The recall of the Governor may be proposed by a petition signed by a number of electors equal in number to at least 15% of the total votes cast for Governor in the preceding gubernatorial election, with at least 100 
signatures from each of at least 25 separate counties. A petition shall have been signed by the petitioning electors not more than 150 days after an affidavit has been filed with the State Board of Elections providing 
notice of intent to circulate a petition to recall the Governor. The affidavit may be filed no sooner than 6 months after the beginning of the Governor’s term of office. The affidavit shall have been signed by the 
proponent of the recall petition, at least 20 members of the House of Representatives, and at least 10 members of the Senate, with no more than half of the signatures of members of each chamber from the same 
established political party. 

(b) The form of the petition, circulation, and procedure for determining the validity and sufficiency of a petition shall be as provided by law. If the petition is valid and sufficient, the State Board of Elections shall certify 
the petition not more than 100 days after the date the petition was filed, and the question “Shall (name) be recalled from the office of Governor?” must be submitted to the electors at a special election called by the 
State Board of Elections, to occur not more than 100 days after certification of the petition. A recall petition certified by the State Board of Elections may not be withdrawn and another recall petition may not be 
initiated against the Governor during the remainder of the current term of office. Any recall petition or recall election pending on the date of the next general election at which a candidate for Governor is elected is 
moot. 

(c) If a petition to recall the Governor has been filed with the State Board of Elections, a person eligible to serve as Governor may propose his or her candidacy by a petition signed by a number of electors equal in 
number to the requirement for petitions for an established party candidate for the office of Governor, signed by petitioning electors not more than 50 days after a recall petition has been filed with the State Board of 
Elections. The form of a successor election petition, circulation, and procedure for determining the validity and sufficiency of a petition shall be as provided by law. If the successor election petition is valid and 
sufficient, the State Board of Elections shall certify the petition not more than 100 days after the date the petition to recall the Governor was filed. Names of candidates for nomination to serve as the candidate of an 
established political party must be submitted to the electors at a special primary election, if necessary, called by the State Board of Elections to be held at the same time as the special election on the question of recall 
established under subsection (b). Names of candidates for the successor election must be submitted to the electors at a special successor election called by the State Board of Elections, to occur not more than 60 days 
after the date of the special primary election or on a date established by law. 

(d) The Governor is immediately removed upon certification of the recall election results if a majority of the electors voting on the question vote to recall the Governor. If the Governor is removed, then (i) an Acting 
Governor determined under subsection (a) of Section 6 of Article V shall serve until the Governor elected at the special successor election is qualified and (ii) the candidate who receives the highest number of votes 
in the special successor election is elected Governor for the balance of the term. 

EXPLANATION 

The Illinois Constitution provides the General Assembly with exclusive authority to remove a Governor through the impeachment process. The Illinois Constitution also provides that the order of succession to the office 
of Governor shall be the Lieutenant Governor, the elected Attorney General, the elected Secretary of State, and then as provided by law. The proposed amendment would provide the State’s electors with the ability to 
initiate a special election to recall a Governor and elect a new Governor. 

To begin the recall process, an elector must file an affidavit of intent to circulate petitions to recall a Governor no sooner than 6 months after the beginning of the Governor’s term of office. The affidavit must include 
signatures of the proponent of the recall petition, at least 20 members of the House of Representatives, and at least 10 members of the Senate, with no more than half of the signatures in each chamber from the same 
political party. After filing the affidavit with the State Board of Elections, the proponent has 150 days to circulate a petition. The petition must include signatures equal to 15% of the total votes cast for Governor in the 
preceding gubernatorial election, with at least 100 signatures from a minimum of 25 counties. Within 100 days, the State Board of Elections must certify or reject the petition, and if the Board certifies the petition, a special 
election must be held within 100 days after the certification. The special election ballot shall include the question, “Shall (name) be removed from the office of Governor?”. The Governor is immediately removed if a 
majority of the electors voting on the question vote to recall the Governor. 

Persons seeking to be elected to serve as the successor Governor may circulate nomination petitions. A petition must be signed by 5,000 electors. If multiple candidates of the same party file petitions, a special primary 
election will occur on the same day as the recall election. 

If a Governor is recalled, a special election to elect the successor Governor must take place within 60 days. An Acting Governor, as determined by the order of succession, shall assume the duties of the Governor until the 
electors choose a new Governor. The special election ballot will include the names of the candidates nominated at the special primary election, as well as any independent or new party candidates, on a special election 
ballot. The candidate receiving the highest number of votes shall be elected Governor for the balance of the term. 

Voters that believe the Illinois Constitution should be amended to provide for a special election to recall a Governor and for a special election to elect a successor Governor should vote “YES” on the question. Three-fifths 
of those voting on the question, or a majority of those voting in the election, must vote “YES” in order for the amendment to become effective. Voters that believe the Illinois Constitution should not be amended to provide 
for a special election to recall a Governor and for a special election to elect a successor Governor should vote “NO” on the question. 

THE CONSTITUTIONAL AMENDMENT WILL APPEAR UPON THE BALLOT IN THE FOLLOWING FORM: 

FORM OF BALLOT 

Proposed Amendment to the 1970 Illinois Constitution 

Explanation of Amendment 

The proposed amendment, which takes effect upon approval by the voters, adds a new section to the Suffrage and Elections Article of the Illinois Constitution. The new section would provide the State’s electors with an 
option to petition for a special election to recall a Governor and for the special election of a successor Governor. At the general election to be held on November 2, 2010, you will be called upon to decide whether the 
proposed amendment should become part of the Illinois Constitution. 

If you believe the Illinois Constitution should be amended to provide for a special election to recall a Governor and for a special election to elect a successor Governor, you should vote “YES” on the question. If you 
believe the Illinois Constitution should not be amended to provide for a special election to recall a Governor and for a special election to elect a successor Governor, you should vote “NO” on the question. Three-fifths of 
those voting on the question or a majority of those voting in the election must vote “YES” in order for the amendment to become effective.
